Ninety-Eighth Birthday of Jos. 
Rickey 


Celehrated-Over 
Sixty

dants Present. 


. JOB. Eiokey, who is probably the 
oldest resident of Soioto county, was 
the central figure in a most interesting 
celebration in Madisou township Tues- 
day. 
Mr. Rickey was ninety-eight 


years old on that day, and relatives 
and friends planned a pleasant sur- 
prise.

An elaborate dinner had 
been provided and was thoroughly en- 
joyed.

honor was remembered with many sub- 
stantial evidences of their love. 
He 


has lived in Madison township all his 
life and has a host of friends all over 
the county. Unole Dow MoKinney, 
who is eighty-one years of age, was 
present and said that when he was a 
boy he used ,to enjoy going over to 
"Old Joe Rickey's" to play. 
Remin- 


iscences were enjoyed by the young as 
well as the old, and it was an event 
which will long be remembered. 


Charles F. Best, formerly of this 


city, now realizes to his sorrow that 
;he way of the trangressor is hard. At 
any rate, he will have three long years 
behind prison walls to think the mat- 
ter over. According to dispatches from 
Columbus, he was arraigned in the 
United States court in that city yes- 
terday morning to answer to 
nine 


separate indictments for rifling letters 
that passed through his hands as rail- 
way mail clerk on the Norfolk & 
Western railroad. By an arrangement 
with the United States district at 
torney, Mr. Best was allowed to plead 
guilty to one of the indictments, the 
others being dropped. He was promptly 
called up and sentenced to three years' 
imprisonment in the Ohio penitentiary. 


It will be remembered that Best was 


arrested for rifling letters on the N. 
&. W, on which road he had been a 
postal olerk for many years. 
The let- 


ters had been mysteriously disappear- 
ing for a period of about eighteen 
months, but Best succeeded in cover- 
ing up bis foot-stepi so cleverly that 
he was not detected until a few weeks 
ago. He was finally trapped by a de- 
coy letter, but at first denied his guilt. 
The evidence against him was over- 
whelming, however, and the finding of 
a mail sack of letters a few days ago 


h his n ame on it, left no doubt as 


to his guilt. Best wisely refused to 
stand trial and threw himself on the 
meioy of the court. 


The news of Best's downfall and 


sentence was received with genuine 
regret by many friends in thia city.

BACON'S AMENDMENT IS ADOPTED, 


In the Debate the Democratic Senators 


Disclose a Wide Difference of Views, 


' and on the Fiiml Vote Six of Them Go 


With the Republicans— I'liiwe* of the 
Kuiz Case. 
Washington, June 9.—By the decis- 


ive vote of 42 to 19, the senate adopted 
an amendment to the 'tariff bill placing 
raw cotton, th-e great product of the 
eouth, on the dutiable list at 20 per 
cent ad valorem. 


It is the first -time in the history of 


tariff legislation that a duty on cotton 
has been incorporated in a bill. The 
amendment was proposed by Mr. Ba- 
con (Dem., Ga.) on his individual re- 
sponsibility and without the approval 
of the finance committee, which thus 
far has been requisite to the success of 
every amendemnt except a minor one 
which -went through, by default. 


The amendment led to a spirited de- 


bate, Democratic senators disclosing a 
wide difference of views and at times 
exchanging sharp personal criticisms. 


On tlhe final v8te six Democrats, Ba- 


con and Clay,of Georgia, MoEnery of 
Louisiana, IricLaurin and Tillman of 
South Carolina, and Rawlins of Utah 
roted with the Republicans for the Ba- 
con amendment while the negative 
rote was solidly Democratic "with one 
exception, Kyle, Pop.),' 
? 


The debate on cotton took up most of 


the day, and good progress was made 
on the bill. Early in the day the sugar 
schedule was passed over and the agri- 
cultural schedule was taken up.

graph 228 was agreed to as reported, 
all amendemnts except that of Mr. Ba- 
con's being rejected.

with'every attribute of full money with the 
right to every debtor to choose which coin 
Khali be the basis of payment; aud 
' Resolved, The attainment of this object is 
of the greatest political Importance nnd 
shnll form the controlling motive of our po- 
litical action until it ia accomplished. 


Your committee oti plans and organization
